Preliminary Conference Between Officials of the Department of Canaere© 
(Office of International Trade) and CIA on the Matter of International

1# A meeting took place in Room 2519 H Building on 13 >hme 1952, 
which was attended, by the following*

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2. The purpose of the meeting was to hear Ur. • ortce outline a 
program currently being formulated by the Departments of Commerce, 

State, MSA, and various commercial organisations for more active partici- 
pation by the United States at International trade Fairs scheduled to 
take place in Europe during the next year or so. Hr. Forbes stated that 
the program's first target would be Hie International Fair at I emir, 
Turkey , schedule^ to open on 20 August 1952, after which attendance is 
planned at some ID - 12 of the more im}>ort«nt International lairs 
scheduled through the Spring of 1953* He mentioned tha considerable 
Interest was being exhibited by various commercial firms and that it was 
likely that .American 3 .sport. Lines would agree to transport the entire 
US exhibit to Turkey without charge. KSA Technical Assistance funds 
would probably be used again to defray the cost of brans por tati on for 
the Commerce personnel selected to service future exhibitions . Approxi- 
mately 20 persons would be required for staffing purpose®, and in this 
connection Hr. Forbes said arrangements could be made to include one or 
more CIA personnel on the Fair staff if desired. Different staff 
personnel would be used at each Fair.
